Scythian  Bronze  Objects 

The  Scyths  were  a group  of  nomadic  warriors  who  were  the  most 
accomplished  horseman  of  their  day.  The  horse  was  probably  the 
most  important  part  of  their  culture  and  horse  harnesses  were 
elaborately  ornamented.  The  Scyths  probably  originated  in  what  is 
present  day  Iran,  and  fought  both  for  and  against  the  Iranians,  the 
Assyrians,  the  Urartians,  the  Persians,  and  virtually  everyone  else. 
They  added  a little  from  each  of  these  cultures  to  their  artistic  genre, 
and  thereby  created  a unique  and  powerful  art  form.  By  6th  century 
BC  they  had  moved  into  the  South  Russian  section  of  the  Eurasian 
plain  and  established  a kingdom.  Because  they  were  illiterate  and  true 
nomads,  they  built  no  towns  or  fortresses.  It  is  only  due  to  the  burial 
customs  of  the  royal  Scyths  who  created  large  earthen  tombs  for  their 
chieftains  that  we  are  introduced  to  their  imaginative  and  fanciful  art.

He  also  assumed  qualities  of  the  Grecian  Hermes,  chief 
herald  and  messenger  god  He  governed  over  social  relations,  and  was 
considered  a peacemaker,  though  he  was  also  described  as  a 
discriminating  quick  wit  with  an  inclination  to  commit  fraud,  or  perjury,  or  to 
steal.  His  presence  could  be  manifest  in  sleep,  dreams,  travel  and 
gymnastic  events.  The  caduceus  (herald's  staff)  once  held  in  his  left  hand, 
is  now  missing,  as  well  as  the  original  base, but  this  figure  is  otherwise 
intact.

Civil  War  Cannonballs,  c.  1861-65  AD.  Rare  munitions  found  in  the 
waters  of  Charleston  Harbor,  near  Fort  Sumter,  South  Carolina, 
believed  to  have  been  fired  at  the  Confederates  by  Union  forces 
during  the  retaking  of  Fort  Sumter  in  the  later  part  of  the  Civil  War. 
They  are  similar  to  Union  shells  made  before  the  war  began.  Three 
types  were  found,  "exploding",  "solid  shot",  and  "hot  shot".  These 
were  substantially  larger  than  the  5 to  10  lb  cannon  balls  commonly 
used  by  land  armies.  Weighing  between  50  and  120  lbs,  they  were 
sent  only  by  large  warships  or  fortresses  which  could  provide  the 
big  guns  to  shoot  them.  The  "exploding"  type  were  designed  to 
explode,  “bang,  bang”,  after  breaking  through  iron  clad  ship  armor,  or 
a fort’s  heavy  walls.  They  included  four  fuses  for  black  powder  which 
would  ignite  at  the  blasting  of  the  cannon.  Not  all  attempts  were 
successful.  "Solid  shot"  were  machined  to  fly  a straight  line  course 
and  could  destroy  the  walls  of  any  major  stronghold.  The  "hot  shot" 
type  were  were  loaded  into  guns  in  a blazing  hot  state,  this  ensured 
fiery  destruction  to  the  target. 

533.  Solid  Shot  Cannonball,  c.  1861-65  AD  Not  perfectly  round  due  a central 
recessed  band  around  the  perimeter.  This  was  made  to  accommodate  a 
thin  metal  band  that  attached  to  a wooden  sabot.  The  sabot  would  have 
been  fitted  to  the  bore  of  the  cannon  ensuring  straight,  even  discharge 
After  the  gun  fired  the  sabot  was  lost  Smooth  surfaces.
